Heidelberg with a population 
of 50,000, 
is renowned 
for

history, its great university, 
and 
its beautiful situation, 
where

pay our respects to the 
ancien 
university founded way back in 
1386. 
All the buildings are very 
plain. 
The museum holding valu­ 
able treasures 
and 
the 
library 
containing 400,000 
volumes 
are 
shown by guards who take then 
duties oeriously. 
The university proper has 4000 
students, and not until 1911 were 
girls admitted, at which time 400 
enrolled. 
Of great interest to us is 
the 
prison of the university, in which, 
we are told, every male student 
who aspires to approval by his 
fellows, contrives to be incarcer­ 
ated at least once during his term 
of residence, and to leave on the 
walls his photograph and 
auto­ 
graph. 
In Fraternity Hall where 
students have fought m any duels, 
the walls are blood stained 
and 
the surgeon’s chair boasts of hav­ 
ing held 50,000 patients who were 
treated for wounds of honor.

go next to see an old church dat­
